It was, therefore, stated, that as fast as the 
Receipts of the Paper would warrant it, the rates of advertising would be re- 
duced. 


In pursuance of this policy, the Committee are now erabled to announce a 
very Material Reduction in these rates, to take place JULY Ist, 1856, as fol-

The application of Print- 
ing would by ne means necessarily be an immediate consequence of its 
invention. 

_ Printing is valuable, in that it multiplies copies at but comparatively 
slight increase of cost; but this becomes of little importance in the ab- 
sence of an adequate demand, and it would have been cheaper, in all 
probability, to have supplied the wants of the reading community by 
means of manuscript, than by printed copies, at a period not far ante- 
rior to the first attempts in the art. Atatime when kings and great 
Warriors set their mames and seals with the sword’s hilt, and left 
reading and writing to monks and clerks, it is mot likely that very large 
editions of light literature could have been circulated by even the most 
eaterprising publisher. 

Learning, such as is ge from books, was confined to a very 
few. The church possessed, almost exclusively, the written knowledge 
of the world, and only in the various religious houses, with rare excep-

Weread of Cicero reserving 
from his: income a considerable portion, as a fund for the prospective 
purchase of a desired library. Writing to Atticus, who had for sale a 
valuable collection of works copied from the Athenian libraries, he 





says: “‘ Pray keep your books for me, and do not despair of my being 
atte to make them mine: which, if I can compass, I shall think myse 
richer than Crassus, and despise the fine villas and gardens of them all.” 
On another occasion: “Take care that you do not part with your li- 
brary to any man, how eager soever he may be to buy it: for I am set- 
ting apart all my little rents to purchase that relief for my old a 
In a third letter, he says: That he had placed all his hopes of 

and pleasure, whenever he should retire from business, on Atticus’s re- 
serving these books for him. : 

Valuable lands were freely bartered for rare volumes. Becatellus, 
in an epistle to Alphonsus king of Naples and Sicily, writes thus: “ One 
thing I want to know of your prudence, whether I or Poggius have 
done best: he, that he might buy a country house near Florence, sold 
Livy, which he had writ in a very fair hand: and I, to purchase Livy, 
have exposed a pieee of land to sale.” It is related that a Saxon king 
gave an estate of eight hundred acres for a single volume. 

Manuscript books were devised by will with great exactitude, and 
in transferring the possession of them, all the most strict ities 
were observed. In the University of Cambridge, there is a manuscript 
bible, in which is written, “ This book was presented by Leofric, Bishop 
of the Church of St. Peter’s, in Exeter, for the use of his successors. 
Leofric died about 1071. 

There is preserved in the College of Laon, at Paris, a contract con- 
veying title to a manuscript book, which was executed in the presence 
of two notaries. It is dated 1832. 

Abundant and interesting evidence could be added, of the estima- 
tion in which books have always been held by those capable of their 
appreciation. No argument is required to prove that the value at- 
tached to them was well deserved. The most elevated and refined 
pleasures of life are from them derived. By their means kno iw 
preserved and disseminated. They have made peace glorious and 
exposed the.iniquities of war. Deprived of them what would be the 
condition of man ? 

Without examining the claims of the Chinese, who are probably en- 
titled to the honor of having first printed from engraved blocks, we 
shall confine ourselves to the art in connection with Europe. 

The two prominent candidates for the honor of inventi By 4 
types, are Laurensz Jansz, surnamed Coster, of Haerlem, and Gut- 
temberg, of Mentz, now Mayence. Not desirous of entering into a con- 
test which has already disturbed the equanimity of many worthy gen- 
tlemen, we propose to sketch the state of the art in its infancy, and 
trace its progress to the present time. 

Many stories, of but doubtful authenticity, have been related con- 
cerning the invention of Printing and its introduction. Like the tales 
that fascinated us in childhood, we are loth to disbelieve them. _How- 
ever, we have no certain evidence of their falsity, and | pee the sus- 
picion of fable is the result entirely of their simple truth. 

It is related that Laurensz Jansz, walking in a wood by his native 
city, amused himself by cutting letters upon the bark of trees, from 
which he took an impression on paper. It is otherwise told, that, hav- 
ing cut some letters upon a branch, and desiring to carry it home to his 
grandchildren, he wrapped it in a piece of paper. Before he reached 
home, however, he fell asleep, and while in that state was exposed to 
slight shower. Upon reaching his residence, he observed that the 
per which had enveloped the ch, moistened by the rain, 
taken an impression of the letters. The idea thus obtained was Me 
sued, until he succeeded in printing a book from wooden blocks, 
which the words were cut, and afterwards from wooden types 
single letters, capible of various combinations. 

This was about 1430, but the whole account has been vehemently 
denied by many able commentators. 

Previous to this time, it is asserted that printing from eng 
blocks was well known, being used in the manufacture of play 
and also in making little pictures of saints, &c. 

About the year 1440, John Guttemberg. of Mentz, commence 
printing of books. At first he used wooden blocks or types. 
were not sufficiently durable, and as much difficulty was expe 
getting them of a uniform height, metal cut t were substitut 
with these Guttemberg, in connection with lan Faust, a wealt 
zen of Mentz, whom he had taken into partnership, printed a bible, 
published in 1450. With the imperfect means at their command, this 
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idered a great undertaking, and we are not surprised to 
t the task occupied nearly eight years. 

invention of cast metal types is ascribed to Peter Scheeffer, a 
of Faust, who, in consideration of its great importance, gave his 
to Scheeffer in marriage. 

; ly was this improvement esteemed, that it was by many 
looked as the original of Printing. It must be remembered that 
the method of Printing was concealed with the greatest care, 
the assistants being sworn to secrecy. The first books printed were 
sold as manuscript, and it is said that John Faust took a number of 

ted bibles to Paris for the purpose of selling, as such. This was in 
Bibles, such as Faust desired to sell, were purchased from the 
at from 500 to 600 crowns, and he disposed of a few at that 
rate. Having supplied the legitimate demand, he reduced the price, 
and was compelled, before he could sell all, to offer them at as low as 
80 crowns each. These circumstances excited an active curiosity. and 
soon all Paris was agitated. The various copies were examined, and a 
wonderful uniformity discovered. Superstitious persons alleged that 
Faust had obtained the assistance of the devil, and from that it is in- 
ferred that this unfortunate printer is the original of him who is so 
unpleasantly connected in popular tradition with his satanic majesty as 
the “Devil and Dr. Faustus.” Resolved not to divulge his secret, 
Faust submitted to be cast into prison, but his life being seriously 
threatened, he was at last compelled to disclose to his judges the pos- 
session of an art, destined eventually to eradicate the whole of the ig- 
norant superstitions so universal at that time. 

Like all great reforms and discoveries, Printing, in its earlier years, 
encountered the most violent opposition. The Scribes, whose interests 
it materially affected, struggled desperately to oppose it. The supersti- 
tions, the ignorant, the illiberal, sought to arrest its progress. Disre- 
garding the obstacles in its path, it strode triumphantly onward in its 
great career. 

From Mentz it spread abroad, and in 1466 was introduced into 
Rome, Ausburg, and Ruetlingen ; in 1469, into Venice and Paris, con- 
tinuing to extend until, as generally conceded, it was brought into Eng- 
land by William Caxton about the year 1474. 

Being here established, the art was continually improved; and 
among the many enlightened printers who devoted themselves to the 
advancement of their profession, the name of Wynkyn de Worde is pro- 
minent. He procured the cutting of new sets of letters, and observed 
the nicest accuracy in the manufacture of his type. John Day, who 
commenced printing in 1544, was the first in England, that used the 
Saxon letter. He extended the variety and made several improvements 


in 
Tho present state of the art; the beauty and variety of the type em- 
ployed ; the rapidity with which copies can be multiplied ; the elegance 
of the impressions obtained with modern presses, have been the result 
of very gradual growth. Until within a few years, notwithstanding 
many improvements, but little apparent progress was made towards in- 
creasing the beauty of printed works. It was, consequently, not unu- 
sual for authors to refer to the books of the old printers as worthy of 
admiration and imitation, and compilers, to the present day, continue 
to ascribe to the first printers an equality with our time in the excel- 
lence of their labors; but the superiority of our paper, types, and 
resses produces results much more beautiful than were perhaps ever 

‘ore dreamt of. 

In the infancy of the art its results were comparatively very rude. 
The type used was intended to imitate writing, and partook of the 
character of gothic and script. In punctuating, they employed no marks 
at first other than the period and colon; an oblique stroke was after- 
wards introduced, and fulfilled the purpose of our comma. Pages had 
neither running title nor number. The divisions of words and sentences 
were very imperfect, and the language was not divided into paragraphs. 
Capital letters were not used to commence a sentence, nor in proper 
names. No rules seem to have regulated their orthography, which 
was entirely without method, and their abbreviations were so numerous 
as to cause the peaponity, in time, of publishing a book, by the direc- 
tions in which they could be read. But one kind of letter was used 
throughout. A space was left at the beginning of chapters for the illu- 
minator, who wrote in various colored ink the initial letter. These 
were often elaborately ornamented, and very costly, being embellished 
with flowers and figures, and sometimes variegated with gold and silver. 
The first presses were fashioned after the common wine-press. 
errmsg short time the paper was printed on but one side, the blank

vt were often omitted, and the name of the printer, when given, 
at the end of the book. 

t the present day printing presses have reached a marvellous per- 

fection—the utmost resources of invention and science seem to have 

been exhausted in their construction. The growing taste for reading 











and the spread of general intelligence, has caused a demand difficult to 
be supplied. 

It would be impossible adequately to express the importance of the’ 
printing press; but as our object, in the present article, is more the con- 
sideration of printing types, we shall pursue the other branches of the 
subject no longer. 

In the manufacture of printing type various processes are gone 
through, all requiring very great accuracy and care. Many improve- 
ments have been made, nor is it improbable that more will be effected, 
We shall give a brief, and we hope a clear, description of the modern 
manufacture of type, as we have observed it in a large establishment 
of this city. Each establishment has peculiarities of its own, but the 
general principles are the same. 

The letters, &c., are first cut upon a steel punch. This requires great 
skill. The characters are oftentimes extremely minute, and every pains is 
taken to procure not only individual beauty but general uniformity, 
Not only letters, but figures, signs, and ornaments, in endless varie. 
ties, are thus cut. There are, also. spaces used to separate words, 
Quadrats, which are larger than spaces, separate sentences. and in gen- 
eral occupy the position among type that is represented by the un- 
printed parts; both spaces and quadrats being shorter than type. In 
a full font of type there are about 300 different characters. The cost 
of the separate punches vuries from two to fifty dollars. After the 
punch has been cut it is indented to a certain depth into a block of 
copper; this is called the matrix. Electrotyping has of late years been 
used for the purpose of obtaining matrices from the type itself, b 
which means type founders are enabled to avail themselves of an 
other’s labor. Business morality is of a most elastic quality, and it would 
bea useless expenditure of time to question the propriety of the practice. 

An apparatus, denominated the mould, is used for forming the body 
of the type, and to this mould, which answers for all the types of a 
font, the different matrices are adjusted as required. He who adjusts 
the matrices to the moulds is called a justifier, or more commonly @ 
fitter. All the types of a font are of the same length and depth, though 
the letters upon them vary in their dimensions. The moald is so con- 
structed as to admit of the width being altered to suit the letters to be 
cast; thus the letter I, which is very narrow, is upon the body of « 
type, the perpendicular face of which is precisely the same as that of 
the letter W, several times as wide. It is necessary that the bodies of 
types should also have all their lines at exact right angles; without 
this they would not stand in line, and would consequently be useless. 
If the types varied in height, they would not give a perfect impression, 
in endeavoring to obtain which, some would be subjected to an injurious 
pressure. A few types have a portion of the face of the letter pro- 
jecting over the body, as in the letter f; this projection is called the 
kern, and in combiaation with other letters the projecting part gene- 
rally extends over the next letter, as in fe. In those combinations, 
wherein the kern would come in contact with another letter, compound 
types are cast, as in the case of ff, fi, fl, ffi, fl. Some years sinee, these 
combinations were much more numerous, but many have been dispensed 
with by altering the form of the letter. aon 

The next operation is that of casting. The old method, which is 
even to the present time generally used in England, may be thus de- 
scribed. The matrix having been adjusted to the mould, is taken by 
the caster in his left hand. At his right, upon a furnace is a pot of 
molten metal. This metal he dips out in suitable quantities with a 
small ladle, and pours into the mould, at the same time giving a quick 
upward jerk, for the purpose of forcing the metal well into the matrix, 
to give the type a good face. A spring which holds the matrix in its 
proper position is then removed; the matrix is pried out from off the 
type, the mould opened, and the type thrown out. By this method an 
average of about 4,000 types per day can be cast by one man. An im- 
portant improvement was made in 1814, by Archibald Binney, of Phila- 
delphia, whereby, with one motion of the hand, the matrix was thrown 
out and the mould opened. This invention increased the rapidity with 
which types were cast at least fifty per cent. Type casters acquired 
great expertness, and with the hand moulds were enabled to cast with 
extraordinary rapidity, but only for a short time. 

In 1828, the casting machine was patented by William M. Johnson, 
an ingenious citizen of New York, and put in operation in Mr. White's 
foundry, since which time it has been greatly improved. By this con- 
trivance, a pump inserted in the molten metal injects the requisite quan- 
tity into the mould, which is brought sharply into contact with the pis- 
ton; the mould then comes off from the pump, opens and discharges 
the type into a box. In type foundries, generally, this machine is 
worked by hand; but in the one we had the pleasure of examining, 
steam power is successfully applied. At least three times the number 
of type can be cast by the machine than by the ordinary hand mould, 
and a velocity of 200 revolutions per minute, (each revolution forming 
one type), has occasionally been obtained, though the actual results are 

by no means to be based upon that fact. Various causes operate to pre 


vent a long continuance of such speed. 
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The type, after being discharged from the mould, has a piece of metal, 
called the jet, attached to the bottom ; this is broken off by a boy, called 
a breaker, and the singular swiftness of all his motions is truly aston- 
ishing. Smart lads or girls, who have had sufficient experience, perform 
all these operations with such rapidity, as to pain the eye that observes 
them. The jets having been removed, the types are taken to another 


room, where boys and girls are engaged in rubbing off the inequalities 
upon the sides. This is effected by bringing the type in contact with a 
smooth stone, prepared for the purpose, and moving it from side to side. 
The rubbers generally smooth several at the same time. Those letters 
which are kerned as before described, cannot be wholly rubbed upon a 
flat surface, and they are consequently filed smooth by an ingenious 
contrivance, which prevents the kern from being injured. 

After this operation, the types are set together, with the faces 
downwards, in a composing stick eight inches long, and thence are 
transferred to the setting stick, which is one yard in length. Those 
who do this are called setters. The dresser now takes the setting sticks, 
and placing the line of type upon a flat surface, tightens it with a screw ; 
then, with a piece of steel having sharp angles, he rubs off the edges, 
turning the line of type for that purpose. They are then placed, face 
downwards, in a vice, and the dresser, with a plare, cuts a small groove 
in the end, over the place from which the jet has been removed. He 
now carefully examines the faces with a magnifying glass, rejecting all 
such as are in the least imperfect. The perfect types are now formed, 
and they are placed together, side by side, upon a small board with a 
frame on three edges, until there is a page. The page is uniform in size, 
being 6 by4} inches. A cord is then drawn several times tightly around 
the page, and it is wrapped up in paper ready for the printer. 

Type metal is readily fusible, and is composed of antimony, tin and 
lead. These are used in various proportions, according to the size of 
the letter aud the degree of elasticity required. Lately, a process, by 
which the face of the type is coated with copper, thereby increasing its 
durability, has been adopted to a considerable extent. 

Until within a few years there were but few varieties of type in use 
—now they are to be counted by hundreds, They are cast from the 
most minute size up to large blocks having a surface face of 16 square 
inches. 

Of Diamond type, (the smallest size in use), 201 lines measure 12 
inches. Of an averaged sized Diamond letter 81,274 may be impressed 
on a surface of one-square foot ; and there are Diamond spaces so small 
that 203,187 will go to a square foot, or 1,411 to the square inch ; and of 
these about 6,200 are obtained from one pound of metal. The largest 
letter regularly supplied by type founders is called twelve line pica; 
these are two inches on the perpendicular face, varying in width with 
ee. The larger sizes that we see on show-bills, &c., are cut in 
wood. 
Such is a brief and, we feel, very imperfect sketch of the origin, 
progress, and present condition of an art, which has already accom- 
plished so much for mankind. Eulogium has been exhausted in its praise 
—itis beyond all praise ; like the sun, the air, it is a necessity—“ The Art 
Preservative of all Arts.” It has enlightened ignorance, dispersed error, 
corrected superstition, and overthrown armies. It strengthens the brave, 
encourages the timid, inspires the desponding, and consoles the afflicted. 
Its light penetrates the darkest dungeon, and cheers the most humble 
cottage. Truth accompanies it, and error flees before it. It will re- 
generate the world! 








Witerary Intelligence. 


The art of Photography is beginning to receive its practical and inval” 
uable application, and produces in permanent form the multiplied “ counter 
feit presentiments” of those famous in the contemporary history of the world. 
We have lately been favored with a sight of the Photographical Illustrations 
of Scripture, for sale by Dix, Edwards & Co., the effect of which is remarkable, 
and we now hear of an enterprise somewhat advanced, by which portraits, 
obtained by the photographic process, of the most distinguished men in Great 
Britain, are to be published in monthly parts. Messrs. Maull & Polyblank, of 
London, have commenced such a publication, of which four numbers have 
been issued. Each number contains a portrait, and thus far they have given 
us likenesses of Prof. Owen, T. B. Macaulay, Robert Stephenson, and J. A. 
Roebuck. Mr. C. B. Norton, recently returned from Europe, has accepted 
the American agency. The subscription per year is $18—$1 50 per number. 
As a point in the history of art, they deserve attention ; intrinsically, how- 
ever, they are independent of any interest which attaches to mere novelty. 
Until one sees them, the sensation which is caused from the conviction of 
exact portraiture can hardly be understood.

Tue Dramatic Corrricnt Law.—An Act supplemental to an Act entitled “An 
Act to amend the several Acts respeting Copyright,” approved Feb. 8, 1831. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America, in Congress assembled, that any copyright hereafter granted 
under the laws of the United States, to the author or proprietor of any dra- 
matie composition, designed or suited for public representation, shalb be 
deemed and taken to confer upon the said author or proprietor, his heirs or 
assigns, along with the sole right to print and publish the said composition, 
the sole right also to act, perform or represent the same, or cause it to be 
acted, performed or represented, on any stage or public place, during the 
whole period for which the copyright is obtained ; and any manager, actor, 
or other person acting, performing or representing the said composition, with- 
out or against the consent of the said author or proprietor, his heirs or 
assigns, shall be liable for damages, to be sued for and recovered by action 
on the case, or other equivalent remedy, with costs of suit, in any court of 
the United States; sucti damages, in all cases, to be rated and assessed ab 
such sum not less than one hundred dollars for the first, and fifty dollars for 
every subsequent performance, as to the court having cognizance thereof shall 
appear to be just. Provided, nevertheless, that nothing herein enacted shall 
impair any right to act, perform or represent a dramatic composition as afore- 
said, which right may have been acquired, or shall in future be acquired, by 
any manager, actor, or other person, previous to the securing of the copy 
right for the said composition, or to restrict in any way the right of 
author to process in equity, in any court of the United States, for the better 
and further enforcement of his rights,
